LOCAL GAS SITUATION 


TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


At the regular meeting of the Co­ 
vina city council on Tuesday night, on 
instructions from Mayor J. N. Wilson, 
tho pity clerk wns' authorized to makn 
an, investigation of the cost of gas- 
.tasting apparatus, with a viow of mak­ 
ing a test of; tho unit-power of tho gas 
used in Covina. 


For some timo the complaints havo 
been coming in steadily to the city, 
council, relative to poor gas in the city. 
It is thought that 
t 
n 
o gas is not up to 
tho unit basis demanded by law and 
ordinance. 
The move taken by tho 
council Is significant of a coming inves­ 
tigation. 


Of intorost in connection with the 
notion of tho ctiy council, tho local gas 
manager has announcod unofficially this 
week that tho Southern Counties ,Gas 
Company is making arrnngomonta to 
connect this city and onvirons with the 
Pomona gas-plant, bringing a four-inch 
main through Charter Oak, and connect­ 
ing with the local pipe-system at the 
Masonic orphan's homo oast of Co­ 
vina. 


In the ovont that- tho company finds 
this feasible, the gas-plant situated at 
Covina, which also supplies Azusa and 
Glendora, will bo discontinued. 
What 
offoct thiB change would havo on tho 
unit burning power of tho gns is not 
determined. It is not known as yet 
whether gas can offectivoly bo brought 
undor prossuro from Pomona. 


The body;jpf the girl was placed in 
an automobile that arrived shortly af­ 
ter the accident, and was taken to tho 
office of Dr, Elger Boed in Chino. No­ 
thing could bo dono, as. .the child had 
met death almost Instantly.

MEALY BUGS ARE SERIOUS MENACE- 
COMMISSIONER ISSUES 
INSTRUCTII 


BY BURR R. JONES 
Chief Deputy Horticultural Commissioner of Los Angelas Coantjr. 


The mealy bug, though having been 
present In citrus orchards and on other 
growths for a long time, has only with­ 
in the last three of four years assumed 
an importance in the estimation of the 
citrus growers which would entitle it 
to very serious consideration as a pest 
which must-at least be controlled and 
should be eradicated entirely if that 
can be accomplished 
by 
reasonable 
means. 


In former years, the infestations of 
this bug seemed to be periodical. Two 
or three years of their quite plentiful 
appearance would be followed by an 
equal or perhaps longer period when 
they would be comparatively scarce, 
and, in some instances, would disappear 
«ntirely. 
More lately, however, they 
seem to be steadily on the increase both 
as to numbers where energetic means 
have not been takn to control them, 
and the extent of the territory in 
•which they are prevalent. 


EXUDE HONEY-DEW. 


As to the damage caused by them, 
the honey-dew similar to that of the 
black scale always accompanies them 
and, in some cases of bad infestation, 
the trees cannot be otherwise than in­ 
jured; not only from the exhaustion 
caused by the feeding of the insects, 
but by the coating of honey-dew and 
the accompanying smut on the leaves 
and fruit, and the binding of them to­ 
gether by the wooly masses which are 
always present, especially when the in­ 
festation is of the citri variety. 


In the case of the navel orange, it is 
very difficult to free the naval cavity 
from the insects at packing time, and 
if they remain on the fruit in the 
boxes they continue to increase and a 
very unpleasant and objectionable ap- 
pearanco may result. On lemons, this 
latter trouble is not so marked, as the 
(fruit has no navel cavity and the 
waBhor frees it pretty thoroughly from 
the bugs, though some may remain on 
the fruit beneath the stem part, not­ 
withstanding the most thorough wash­ 
ing. 


PUMIOATING METHODS. 
There is no doubt that the most thor­ 
ough attempts should 
1 be undertaken in 
every community of citrus growers to 
, control the "mealy bugs, and special 
' iricanii'will bo required to achieve ode- 
', quate results. Fumigation, ?as practiced 
for: scale, while killing some of the 
medium-sized insects, vory often fails, 
to get the old ones, and is practically 
harmless to the eggs, protected as they 
are by their cottony covering} how­ 
ever, if tho fumigation is repeated be- 
' fore tho young bugs hatched from tho 
oggs are large enough to begin deposit­ 
ing eggs again (say in six weeks) and 
repeated at these intervals until all tho 
eggs are hatched, excellent, results can 
be obtained as the very old, resistant 
bugs missed the first time will die nat­ 
urally within tho period. 


This has been demonstrated several 
times to my - knowledge j but in the 
case of large infestations, the growers 
are lo^th to .incur the expense of sev­ 
eral fumigations, hoping to accomplish 
tho desired result more cheaply. Thor­ 
ough, frequent and persistent fumiga­ 
tion is the most effective treatment 
for these insects und the most satisfac­ 
tory in the end. 


EFFECTIVE 8PBAYING. 
As to sprays, several kinds are rec­ 
ommended and are more or less effec­ 
tive. Probably the best 1B tho carbolic 
acid emulsion somposed of: 
Whale oil soap 
40 lbs. 


Crude carbolic acid 
5 gals. 


Water to make 
'• 
40 gals. 


Boil 20 minutes. Each gallon to be di­ 
luted with 20 gallons of wator for 
UBe. 
A now upray which has been porfected 
and is recommended by K. S. Woglurn, 
who gave us tho Woglurn fumigation 
Hccdule, but which has not yet been 


wo fully tried out its the other, consists 
of 
u distillate emulsion to which is 
adddod a compound of cresolio acid. 
Wo hope within n short time to be able 
to give the formula more complotoly 
for general use. 


A|l sprays, howover, aro open to tho 
objection that in tho thick foliuge of 
the citrus trees, nil parts of tho branch­ 
es and foliage aro never reached by 
the liquid, and more or less of the in 
sects nccording to tho thoroughness of 
the work, escape on these untouched 
surfaces. 


NEED SEVERAL SPRAYINGS. 
An eradication can probably in most 
cast'H, bo brought about by repeating 
the spray a number of times, verying 
with the thoroughness of tho applica 
tion. I believe anybody having only a 
portion of his grove affected, would bo 
well repaid for tho loss of the use of 
thoso trees for one or two soasons,, if 
he would cut them bnek sufficiently to 
remove all of tho foliage; in which case 
every part of tho tree could bo thor­ 
oughly drenched and thus make a com­ 
plete eradication and prevent (Ho rest 
of his grove from becoming infested. 


Extreme measures should be employ­ 
ed by the packing-house authorities 
tttd others having control of tho pick­ 


ing boxes, that they be thoroughly fum­ 
igated before' sending out after mealy 
bng infested fruit lias been transported 
in them, and similar precautions regard­ 
ing clothing, picking bags and tools of 
the pickers should certainly be observ­ 
ed.after picking an infested grove. 


Like many other insects, the num­ 
bers of mealy bugs are very muck less, 
late in the winter and early spring 
than later in the season 'when warm 
weather accelerates their breeding. The 
same measures taken in March and 
April will undoubtedly produce much 
greater results than if delayed until 
the infestation becomes more appar­ 
ent. 


ETERNAL VIGILANCE. 
Growers are no doubt often deceived 
by the scarcity of the bugs at this 
time into the belief that the infesta­ 
tion is decreasing and the cotnrol mea­ 
sures are thus delayed beyond the time 
when they whould be most effective. 
Tt is especially important for any grow­ 
er, who has mealy bug infestation, to 
begin treatment at once and continue 
it - vigorously until, if possible, they 
are gotten rid of, and persistence in 
the work is especially advisable if only 
a small portion of his grove is affected. 
If the infestation is general through 
the whole grove, pretty satisfactory 
control can be had, particularly in the 
case of lemonB, by thoroughly washing 
down, the trees with cold water ap­ 
plied under pressure by a spraying ma­ 
chine, and repeated as necessary. This 
will, however, never eradicate them, 
and quite possibly it has a tendency 
to spread them fo the clean trees ad­ 
joining, to which they will crawl on 
the gTqund after having been washed 
from the treos. 


In conclusion, I would like to' say 
emphatically that whatever variety of 
mealy bugs you have, get rid of thom 
if possible, and do not be deceived by 
the statement that certain varieties 
are harmless and that only tho citri is 
entitled to serious consideration, even 
if the tsatement is made by a recog­ 
nized authority from the university, 
the state commissioner's office or else­ 
where. Such statements do not cor­ 
respond' with the experience of the 
growers anywhere that, any' consider­ 
able infestation ;'haB 
become establish­ 
ed.

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School Commissioner Wood Says Cali­ 
fornia High< School System Has 
Caused National Comment. 


GAINING; EDUCATIONAL 


REPUTATION ABROAD. 


The California educational system is 
gaining a nation-wide reputation, ac­ 
cording to State Commissioner Will C. 
Wood, who represented the California 
state board of education at the national 
convention of school superintendents at 
Detroit, Mich,, in February. Ho states 
that this,reputation has been enhanced 
by the faet t h a ^ h e last report of the 
U. 8. commission of education gave 
much prominence to our county high 
school fund bill, our state convention 
of high Bchool principals and our inter­ 
mediate schools and punior colleges. 
California came in for a greater share 
of space in the federal report than any 
other state. These educational advances 
which have gained favorable national 
comment, are'tho result of tho efforts 
of tho present state board of state 
commissioners. 


While at the convention Commission­ 
er Wood was called upon to address 
the 
superintendents and 
to answer 
many questions relative to what has 
come to be called-tho "California sys­ 
tem of high school administration." 


Commissioner Wood has consented to 
make the commencement address for 
the graduating CIIIBB of the Covina high 
Bchool 
, 


Tost the four branches of our busi­ 
ness—cleaning, pressing, repairing and 
tailoring.

C*n«trweta<f »f Boiler Iron and Crude 
In Design, She Was Operated Agalnet 
ttie Fadarat Snip Heueatlnle with i 
Diaaatrewa Results. 


It la a fact that a submersible boat 
did actual service In the war between 
toe eta tea and was perbopa tbe flrst 
practical submarine used In actual 
warfare. 


Tbe boat was bnllt to Mobile ID 1804 
by two men named Hundley nod Mc- 
Cllotock. It was of boiler Iron, sharp 
at both ends and was about thirty feet 
long, five or six feet In .beam and five 
or six feet deep. It was propelled by a 
screw* the shaft; of which ran hori­ 
zontally along tbe bold/ almost from 
stem to stern and was turned by eight 
men, who sat four on each side of tbe 
shaft 


Tbe only hatchway, placed well for­ 
ward, was two feet In diameter, and It 
was closed by an Iron cap that worked 
on a bingo and was airtight 
In tbe 
forward part of tba cap there was a 
clear glass bullseye, through wbicb tbe 
pilot could see. . Tbe boat bad water 
tight compartments, by filling or empty- 
)n& wbicb It could sink or rise. A bal­ 
last of iron rails was placed outside tbe 
bull, and by means of keys tbey couid 
be detached so that tbe boat could rise 
Instantly if necessary. 


Besides a rudder, tbe boat bad side 
paddles, or fins, which could* be used 
to guide It up or down through tbe wa­ 
ter. 


The boat could go perhaps four knots 
an hour. 
It could remain submerged 
for balf an-hour or an hour without 
serious inconvenience to Its crew, and 
once it remained as long as two hours 
under water without actual Injury to 
them. 


A floating torpedo was fastened to 
tbe boat by a line 100 feet long, and 
the Inventor proposed that tbe boat 
should dive beneath tbe keel of tbe 
enemy's vessel and haul tbe torpedo 
after ber. 
Tbe triggers or sensitive 
primers of the torpedo would press 
against the ship's bottom, explode the 
torpedo and sink tbe vessel. 


Tbe boat was sent to Charleston to 
operate against tbe blockading fleet 
General Beauregard bad the- torpedo 
fastened to tbe bow. It terminated In 
front with a sharp lance head, sd that 
when the boat was' driven' 4against, a 
ship, tbe lance, head; would bY forced 
into the ship below the- water line'and 
the .torpedo fastened 'against tbe'side.: 
Tbe boat wfta.then to back off and ex- 
: 
plode the torpedo by a lanyard.' 


General Beauregard called on tbe 
Confederate fleet for volunteers, and 
Lieutenant Payne, a Virginian, and 
elgbt sailors volunteered. On tbe even­ 
ing fixed for tbe expedition the crew 
bad embarked, and the boat was sub­ 
merged until only tbe combings of ber 
batch were above water. 
Lieutenant 
Payne was standing In the hatchway 
when tbe swell of a passing steamer 
rolled oyer tbe boat, rand It sank in­ 
stantly with ber eight men. Lieutenant 
Payne sprang out of tbe hatchway as 
tbe boat sank, and be alone was saved. 


In a few days she was raised, and 
again Payne'volunteered and with blm 
elgbt more men. Tbe embarkation for 
tbe second attempt wee. made at Fort 
Sumter, and. aa before, all being made 
ready, Payne, standing at bis post-In 
tbe hatchway, gave orders to caat off, 
wben tbe boat careened and sank In­ 
stantly. Payne sprang out two of tbe 
men followed biro, and tbe other six 
went down with tbe boat and per­ 
ished. 


Again the boat was raised, and ber 
owner, Captain Hundley, took ber for 
an experimental trip to Stone river, 
where, after'going through ber usual 
evolutions, she dived into deep water 
and disappeared. After a week's search 
she was found at an angle of forty 
degrees, ber nose driven into the deep, 
soft mud of the bottom. 


Her crew of nlno men were stand­ 
ing, sitting or lying about In ber hold, 
asphyxiated. Hundley had died at his 
post with a caudle in one hand, while 
with the other be had been vainly try­ 
ing to uuclamp the hatch. Tbe angle at 
wbicb the bqat bad gone down bad 
Jqmined the keys so that the men could 
uot cast off tbe iron ballast that held 
them down, 
' Again tbe ill fated vessel was prepar­ 
ed for action, and voluutoers were 
called for. 
Lieuteuaut Dlxou of tbe 
Twenty-first Alabama volunteered and 
elgbt men with hlin. 


Tbe ship Bousntonic was selected 
for attack und ou a quiet night tbe 
brave crew set out from Charleston, 
Lieutenant 
Dixon guided 
the 
boat 
straight to tho Housntonlc, and the ex­ 
plosion tore open the ship's side, so 
that she went down with all her crew 
In two minutes, 
' The torpedo vessel never returned, 
and whether she went down with her 
enemy or drifted out to sea was long 
unknown. 
Many years after, In tbe 
work of deepening tbe bar off Charles­ 
ton hnrbor, divers In submarine armor 
visited the wreck of tbe HousatonJc 
and found tbe little torpedo vessel ly- 
iiiK by her lingo victim, arid within ber 
the bones of ns devoted and daring men 
as ei'er went to sea. 


In the history of the submarine cer­ 
tainly the Hundley is entitled to hon­ 
orable mention.—Youth's Companion.

•Ruins and Deserted. 


LIVED IN EARLY BIBLE TIMES. 


Then It Was Famous and Wealthy 
and a Place Where History Was 
Made—Its Curious Temples. Tomb* 
and Dwellings Carved Out of Solid 


: fioek. 


The strangest city In. the world is 
Petra, cut out of.solid rock in a lone­ 
some mountain valley in the Arabian 
desert 
Once a rich city, It la now on 
abandoned ruin. It is so old that its 
origin Is lost to hlstqry, but it was' 
well known in early Bible, times when 
the Edomltes Inhabited It, and about 
a century after the betjinnlng-of the 
Christian era It was conquered by the 
Romans. But a few centtiries later it 
Was'abandoned by civilization, dnd* for 
1,500 years it lay forgotten* by the 
world until the traveler Burckhardt re­ 
discovered It in 1812.

lowing this ravine for two mllos, the 
adventurous trnvbler'k suddenly 
finds 
himself at a. Ulud of 'gateway, in tho 
rocks, like the entrance to a Itomun 
amphitheater.

Here he is confronted by a temple 
cut in the rock, with tho most exquisite 
Corinthian columns, nnd, entering the: 
doorway, ho finds himself in tho heart 
of the hill, yirrounded by subterranean 
architecture of the most elaborate 
beauty of form nnd workmunsuip. This 
is the so called kbnsneb, or treasury, 
supposed to have been built by the Iio- 
man emperor Hadrian, who visited 
Petra in the year 131 A. D. Although 
called a treasury, It was a temple de­ 
voted to Isls. No description of this 
strange building hns ever excelled that 
given by Stephens, the first American 
traveler to see It: 


"The whole temple, Its columns, or 
naments. porticoes and porches are rut 
out from' and form u part of the solid 
rock, and-this rock, "t the'foot' of 
whichtfhe 'teropl^' a^iiidajlk^a. mei> 
pt^tj.^owers''(several •hurid|

BUt this Is only nn Introduction to 
the marvcls< bclilud, TUo'gorae opens 
out Into a narrow valley some three 
miles In circumference, 
everywhere 
sunk deep beneath the inclosing moun­ 
tains, and the walls of this valley are 
filled with the remains of other rock 
cut 
temples, 
tombs 
and dwelling 
places. In one place arc the remains 
of an open air theater. Some qt the 
structures cut in the face of tho rock 
are several stories In height, while 
tholr architectural details excite the 
wondering admiration of the beholder. 


Of'course tbey/'gain immensely In the 
eyes of; the surprised '^Jsltor by- their 
situation and by, tbe air of total aban­ 
donment, which surrounds them, They 
are at various bolghts above the door 
or the valley, and the uplifting of the 
eyes' turned to study tbem adds to the 
impression of iondly majesty which 
thoy make upon them.. 


It Is rare to meet any human being 
In tho plaqe. Sometimes n few Arabs 
are seen, but at night tho voices of 
wolves, hyenas, owls and Jackals may 
bo heard, and occasionally one of those 
atiimnis tpny be surprised lurking in the 
dark interior of an open tomb. Large 
venomous sorponts ore also sometimes 
met with,. ... 
. It Is not surprising that some visitors 
have applied to Petra, which has been 
supposed to be the Heiah of the Blblu. 
the curses uttered by tho Hebrew 
prophets against tho land of Idumea. 
such as those; "And thorns shall come 
up in her palaces, nettles and rambles 
In the fortresses thereof.'and It shall 
be a habitation for dragons and a. court 
for owls," or, "Oh, thou that dwellest 
iu the clefts of the rocks, that boldest 
tho height'of the bill, though- thou 
sbouldst make the nest as high as the 
eagles I will bring theo down from 
thence, saltb tbe Lbrd.,"*-Oarrett P 
Servlss in New York Journal.

THE PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY. 


The campaign for the election of delegates to the national party con­ 
ventions in Chicago and St. Louis Is now definitely mapped out. The contest of 
predominant interest Is in tire Republican party. Two tickets have been named. 


One is made np of Republicans. It is the outcome of. a convention of 
members of the Republican party—members of the state central committee: 
and of the county central committee, elected by the people, in accordance with 
the law, to participate in and direct the party organisation. This convention 
was thoroughly representative of the Republican voters of the state. It was 
attended by delegates from every section and in larger number than have par­ 
ticipated in a party convention during the last ten years. The convention 
adopted a platform outlining the platf of battle this fall to prevent the re-elec­ 
tion of a Democratic president. It Is a progressive, forward-looking platform, 
dwelling exclusively upon present national and international Issues. ..This 
convention ticket Is made up of representative Republicans and dttseas. The 
candidates are in the open, representing and speaking for the Republican or­ 
ganisation and Republican principles. The character of the men upon the ticket 
Is such that the attempt^ to dub the ticket "reactionary" falls of its own. 
weight. It was created by the only honest method to be followed. 


The other ticket was the outcome of mysterious motives and methods, 
Guy C. Earl, regent of the University of California and attorney for the Great 
Western Power Company, Issued a call to a small list of his friends and ac-> 
qualntances, several of whom are associated through Interlocking power inter­ 
ests in the state. He Issued two sets of "calls" in fact; one endorsing the 
administration of Governor Johnson and the other omitting such endorsement, 
obviously with the view of attracting to his scheme men of prominence who 
would be willing to participate In a Johnson meeting. This handful of Earl 
conferees held a meeting in a small room in the St. Francis hotel in San Fran­ 
cisco. The privilege to participate in discussions was denied to all except 
those who were invited to the meeting by the Interchangeable Earl calls. 


This Earl ticket, now commonly called the hydro-electric ticket, Is pre­ 
tending that it is for harmony between the Progressives and Republicans. No 
statement could be farther from, the truth. In the first place, it Is not repres­ 
entative of the Republican party. The motives of its founders and the methods 
of Its formation forever prevent it being approved by the voters who place the 
welfare of the nation and the party above the opportunity of an individual 
It represents the attempt of the Progressives of the state to control both the 
Republican and Progressive delegations, which Is absolutely contrary to the 
spirit the national leaders of both parties have exhibited. 


National leaders of both the Republican and Progressive parties hava 
agreed that only by uniting upon one presidential ticket can Mr. Wilson be de 
feated this fall. It was agreed that the national conventions of the two parties 
be bold in Chicago on the same date, with the purpose of effecting, if possible, 
a harmony agreement between the national conventions.

/' It Is fair and proper thtft the Republicans of the state should, send 
Republican delegation to their convention, and tbe Progressives a Progressive 
delegation to this convention. The act of the Progressive machine in starting 
a factional flght,*<even of its mean proportions, within the Republican party, is 
discreditable and will defeat the object which the leaders of both parties have 
In view.

Tbe only hope for the success of the Progressive plan to capture tho 
.Republican delegation rests in the primary law now under referendum, but which 
the administration, through suspending a popular constitutional provision, has 
prevented from being held up for the May primaries. It will not be in effect 
at the August primaries. The Progressives are endeavoring to pack the jury at 
Chicago. It is their second attempt at burglary in California.

The outside row of citrus trees, next to the retaining wall that divides 
the orchard from the street, is almost always a row of poorly-nourished trees 
The trees do not get enough water, and they do not get the same attention, owing 
to an Inability to cultivate properly so near the retaining wall. Then, In past 
years, the trees have suffered" from being covered with the dust of tbe streets, 


It Is probable that this outside row does not pay enough to offset fumi­ 
gating, cultivation and fertilisation. 
If every rancher would keep books on 
bis outside row, It Is probable that he would cut the trees out. 


Which leads us to say that If the trees are not profitable, their places 
can be filled to groat advantage by flowering shrubs and roses. Instead of the 
scraggley row of trees—a glorious line of flowers. There are some ranchers 
who haved one this—and tbe effect for beauty Is very noticeable. And they say 
that their ranch is just as profitable.

STRENUOUS TRD? PLANNED

INVITING A TRAGEDY. 


The grammar school children in Covina are inviting a tragedy that may 
come at any time. Children who nin, dodge and play ball in the street have 
always been a difficult problem for traffic, but this problem has been vefy much 
more complicated Bince tbe coming of the automobile. Tbe vicinity of the 
grammar school in Covina is ono of the dangerous spots of tho city. 


Teachers should be instructed to keep the children out of the streots at 
the noon and recess hours, excopt where necessary, and when Bchool is dismissed 
the children should walk straight across the streets, preferably at the crossings, 
Instead of swarming out into the middle of tbe roads as at present, half of them 
with their backs turned to passing vehicles and with their minds occupied with 
their amusements. If necessary, teachers should stand at the edge of the side­ 
walk and personally Bee to It that tbe children do not run in tbe streets. Some 
day a very sad tragedy may occur near this school. 


BILLIONS FROM GERMAN POCKETS. 


Riverside Press: Tbe Buccess of tbe latest German war loan seems to 
indicate no lapse of loyalty on tbe part of tbe German public. Tbe people may 
have less faith In ultimate victory than they bad a year ago, but they are as 
ready as even to givo their last mark to carry on the struggle. 


The first popular loan brought in $1,125,000,000; tbe Becond, $2,250,000,000; 
the third, $3,125,000,000; and this fourth loan, $2,660,000,000. It may be as­ 
sumed that the only reason it has failed to equal tbe largest previous sum raised 
is that there Is not so much money now available In the country In the form of 
cash and negotiable credit. 


The government, however, will not benefit from these huge subscriptions 
as fully as tbe figures would seem to imply. Tbe previous war loans make so 
large a total that It now requires $325,000,000 a year to pay their accruing; 
interest. Perhaps that sum will be deducted from tbe new loan. Another}de­ 
duction of $650,000,000 might properly be mado to allow for depreciation of 
German currency, which has reached 25 per cent. That would reduce the pro­ 
ceeds from the loan nearly $1,000,000,000, leaving a net sum at tbe govern­ 
ment's disposal of only $1,675,000,000 instead of $2,650,000,000. 


That difference between the apparent and actual proceeds from tbe loan 
1B striking evidence of tbe tremendous financial handicap under which the Ger­ 
man nation Is laboring, a handicap which is destined to grow harder with the 
lapse of every month.

VINE AVENTXB MACADAM 


WILL BE ABANDONED, 


The Vine avenue improvement dis­ 
trict in Valencia Heights was again 
held up at the hearing on Monday bo- 
fore the county board of supervisors. 


The matter has reached a point where 
the protestunts to the plan of building 
a macadam road have won tfielr COAO 
with the supervis.ors, and a macadam 
road will not be built on Vino avcune, 
unless tho district is restricted to tuko 
only that portion of the property right­ 
fully to bo included in a road district, 
which is tho frontage on the street to 
be improved, the lines extending back 
half-way to tho nearest street. This re­ 
striction, it is understood, 
will not 
meet with favor on {ho part of the 
property-owners in favor of the pres­ 
ent plan, but Supervisor Hamilton is 
determined not to encroach any more 
road districts on territory that may 
become another road district, In this 
decision the supervisor is backed by 
the rest of tho board.

The raven Is iiasslng. Already It has 
almost entirely disnpi>eared from the 
British Islands. 
Formerly the Ameri­ 
can ruven was fairly common In our 
middle western couutry. In New Eng­ 
land and In the lower ranges of the 
Allegheny mountains. Today It is only 
occasionally to be seen in Its ancient 
haunts. 
• In the ttocky mountains, however, 
where men are scarce, the ruven Is 
holding its own. It builds Its nest on 
the edge of the ledges of the Inaccessi­ 
ble cliffs, and. sighting Its foe from 
afar. It keeps the distance in which lies 
safety. 


The raven Is ugly In shape, as It Is In 
voice. Its sole beauty lies in the luster 
af Its feathers when the-sun strikes 
them, full and fair.. It Is a bearded 
bird. with.high shoulders and certain 
bumps and bumps^ here and .there to 
make tta form seem utterly ^ost .to 
symmetry. 


Thb bird Is nor.altogether bad. It 
robs the nests of other birds, and It la 
this trait of character which has lost It 
;aste and life Ui England. The game- 
keener shoots it on sight, and In recent, 
years, because of the growing scarcity, 
the museum collectors have been hunt­ 
ing the raven In a|l places where it Is 
reported to have dared to show Its 
head. 


The raven-Is the bird of books. 
It- 
has a lufger place In literature perhaps 
than all other birds combined if we ex­ 
cept the eagle. 
Shakespeare mentions 
it no less than fifty times. 
Milton did 
not neglect it, and all the poets—an­ 
cient medieval and modern—have con­ 
sidered the raven. 


The American raven probably will be 
safe in his Rocky mountain haunts for 
years to come, but he is so far removed 
from man's habitations that his plctur- 
esqueness, his oddities, his gravities 
and bis croqkings virtually are lost to
